A six-vehicle crash on Highway 
400 at the 4th Line bridge sent a 
woman to hospital with life-threat¬ 
ening injuries on Wednesday. 

According to the OPP, she was 
taken to hospital by land ambu¬ 
lance, then transported to a Toronto 
hospital by air ambulance. 

Highway 400 was closed for sev¬ 
eral hours in both directions from 
Highway 89 to Innisfil Beach Road 
because of the crash. 

Police say the driver of a tractor- 
trailer travelling south at about 11:30 
a.m. lost control as traffic was slow¬ 
ing for a collision farther down the 
highway. The tractor-trailer rear- 
ended a cube truck, forcing it 
through the centre steel guardrail 
into the northbound lanes where it 
collided with a Honda Civic and a 
minivan. Two other vehicles in the 
southbound lanes also became 
involved in the collision. 

The Barrie woman driving the 
minivan suffered critical injuries 
and was airlifted to a Toronto hospi¬ 
tal. No one else was injured in the 
crash. 

Terri Valkyrie was stuck in traffic 
behind the crash, but got out of her 
vehicle to walk up and see the 
damage. 

"I couldn't even figure out how 
this happened by looking at it," she 
said, noting the truck caused exten¬ 
sive damage to the Highway 400 
median. “He took at least 25 feet of 
the guard rail out." 

The crash also resulted in a large 
fuel spill, likely from the flatbed 
transport truck, which contributed 
to the highway's closure. 

“It's very bad, a lot of fuel every¬ 


where, so it's going to take a while," 
OPP Sgt. Dave Woodford said 
Wednesday afternoon. 

Brad Allen, who's with the MOE 
Barrie office, said the ministry sent 
an environmental officer to the site 
to ensure any potential effects to the 
environment are addressed, and to 
monitor the cleanup work. 

“It is estimated that 1,000 litres of 
diesel fuel has spilled to the road," 
Allen said Wednesday afternoon. “A 
cleanup company has been retained 
by the vehicle owner and is en route. 
The ministry will be overseeing the 
clean-up work to ensure it is com¬ 
pleted properly." 

Zaib Mahood, 24, of Barrie, was 
returning from his studies in Toronto 


when the crash happened. 

“I just barely missed it," he said, 
estimating he was 100 vehicles 
behind the collisions. “I probably 
never stopped as quick as I did. 
Right before the crash, a bunch of 
cars started swerving. I'm glad I 
made it out without hitting anyone. 

“I was able to stop, but far ahead 
of me I just saw a bunch of cars 
going from the right lane hard into 
the left lane. From 100 to zero. It's 
the fastest I've ever been able to 
stop." Mahood said the road condi¬ 
tions were generally clear at the 
time; there was no ice, snow or water 
on the 400.

Internet 

luring 

charge 

laid

An Innisfil man faces an Internet 
luring charge after a provincial 
police sting operation caught him 
meeting who he thought was going 
to be a 15-year-old girl. 

Instead, it was an undercover 
police officer. 

Police arrested the 26-year-old 
man Tuesday at a Barrie restaurant 
and a search warrant executed at his 
Innisfil home led investigators to 
computer equipment, which was 
seized. 

The six-week investigation 
involved provincial police, Barrie 
city police and South Simcoe police. 

"The OPP child exploitation unit 
ran the undercover operation," 
South Simcoe police Const. Rich 
Williamson. "It's something they do 
on a regular basis by impersonating 
somebody on the Internet to try and 
catch these people. They reach out 
to people or place ads or use web¬ 
sites. They're out there patrolling the 
Internet."

OPP Insp. Scott Naylor, of the child 
exploitation unit, said that's how the suspect 
was located. 

"What happened in this circumstance is 
one of my online undercover operators hap¬ 
pened upon this guy and once we did some 
background investigation on it, we found he 
lived in the South Simcoe police area," he 
said. "We bring the evidence to them once we 
acquire (it), the ongoing chats, the arrange¬ 
ments for a meet, things like that." 

The OPP then set up an operational plan 
with South Simcoe police. 

"In this circumstance we set up a bit of a 
sting operation with the help of South Simcoe 
police and the accused showed up at the pre¬ 
arranged location," Naylor said. 

In this case, that location was a restaurant 
in Barrie where the suspect was arrested. 


It's too early to say whether there are other 
victims, he added. 

"There was a search warrant executed at 
his residence as well. Some portable devices 
and a computer were seized so pending 
forensic analyses on that, we should be able 
to tell if he's been in contact with anybody 
else," he said. 

Williamson said parents should always 
monitor their children's use of the Internet. 

"Sexual predators often approach children 
online. As a parent, you should be aware of 
who your child contacts through websites, 
chat rooms and social media," he said. 

"Keeping computers in family areas of the 
home reduces the risk of covert contact. 
Speak with your children about the dangers 
of giving out information online."

"I think it was probably just a poor judg¬ 
ment," he said of the crash. “It was just a com¬ 
plete mess. The (highway) divider was com¬ 
pletely broken. 

“I don't know where it started, but it ended 
up on both lanes." 

Mahood said he was stuck in traffic for 
approximately 20 minutes following the 


crash. 

Allen said the responsibility for the cleanup 
lies with the vehicle's owner. Contractors 
could use absorbents to clean up and in some 
situations vacuum trucks can be used. 

“We direct them (the vehicle owner) to hire 
a contractor, who is licensed to remove that 
material," Allen said. “They have a responsi¬ 
bility to clean up the material." 

The OPP investigation is continuing and 
anyone with information 
about the collision is asked to 
contact the OPP at 905-841- 
5777. 

It's the second major crash 
on Highway 400 in the last 
week, and the second time the 
highway has been closed in 
both directions. 

Last Thursday morning, a

wall of snow caused a crash on Highway 400 
involving nearly 100 vehicles, between 
Mapleview Drive and Highway 89. Three 
people received non-life-threatening minor 
injuries from the crash. No charges have been 
laid by OPP.

True, there's nothing like winning. 

Especially when the reward is a big pay day 
like the $108,465 cheque Innisfil resident 
Mike Leah bagged in late February for win¬ 
ning the Fallsview Poker Classic $1,000 buy- 
in in Niagara Falls, Ont. 

"It's a great feeling, but it doesn't always 
last that long," said the full-time professional 
poker player, whose live tournament earnings 
total just under $2 million. 

Right after winning the tournament, Leah 
got into a $2,500 buy-in tournament at 
Fallsview and when he busted out of that he 
entered a $5,000 buy-in event, playing for two 
days before a disappointing bust. 

“Poker is kind of funny that way," Leah 
said. “The joy doesn't always last that long, 
because you're always playing another tour¬ 
nament right away and you probably didn't 
win that one. 

“Everyone is congratulating you for three 
days and all you're thinking about is the last 
one you busted from," he added. 

Sitting down at the card table has proven to 
be very profitable for Leah since he decided 
to leave his job as a sales manager and 
become a full-time professional player in 
September 2008. 

Along with his almost $2 million in live 
earnings, he's won $2.45 million in online 
tournament earnings bring his combined 
winnings to $4.44 million. 

“That doesn't count losses as well, which 
would be quite a bit as well," Leah said. “I've 
had a profitable career so far." 

Leah has made quite a name for himself in 
the game of poker. Known as “GoLeafsGoEh" 
online, the local pro racked up several big 
tournament wins before his first-place finish 
in Niagara Falls. 

His biggest online cash came in the 2011 
WCOOP Main Event, where he placed third to 
earn $663,816 in prize money. 

In live tournaments, Leah won the Borgata 
$500,000 Guaranteed Deep Stack No Limit 
Hold'em Main Event in 2009, bagging a prize 
of $319,536. 

Later that same year, he took the top 
$119,956 prize in the Deep Stack Extrava¬ 
ganza III No Limit Hold'em Tournament. 

In 2013, he finished third in a World Series 
of Poker Seven Card Stud Hi-Lo event to cash 
in another $108,412 and then in early January 
of this year he brought home another 
$119,770 for winning the PolcerStars 
Caribbean Adventure Turbo No-Limit 
Hold'em event. 

“It was the second tournament that I 
played this year," he said of the win down in 
the Bahamas. “It was a great way to start." 

When Leah first got into poker, it was very 
much a sport for him. It was about the com¬ 
petition and trying to win. 

It still is, but without any other source of 
income for the last five-and-a-half years, it 
obviously also had to be about the money. 

“I really don't think about money at all 
when I'm playing," the 39-year-old said. “It's 
kind of a byproduct of when I'm doing well, 
but when I'm away from the table then 
making sure to do things to make my career 


profitable is important." 

Leah's decision to go all-in as a profes¬ 
sional poker player was just as well thought 
out and planned as his decisions at the card 
table. 

He had a pretty good full-time job working 
in sales management for a magazine 
fundraising company. Leah had worked at 
the same company for 16 years. 

“I had worked my way up to a nice position 
as a national sales manager," he said. 

He had been playing more and more poker 
online, as well as taking off to Las Vegas for a 
weekend or to play a tournament in Atlantic 
City. 

“I was doing pretty good and I definitely 
had the itch to play poker," Leah said. “I kind 
of set myself up pretty good at my job where if 
I decided to try poker and it failed, they 
would have welcomed me back (at work) 
pretty easily." 

Leah took temporary leave in June 2008 
and played in the World Series of Poker that 
summer. He didn't do as well as he liked, but 
a $75,000 win at the end of his summer saved 
his season. 

“I definitely made some profit, but nothing 
enough to quit my job," he said. 

Still he had made some solid connections, 
including meeting two people from New York 
who ran a poker hedge fund. They made a 
deal with Leah to invest in all his poker buy- 
ins. 

“I wouldn't be risking any of my own 
money," Leah said. “Basically, they put up all 
the buy-ins and I kept 50% of all the profits. 
That gave me the security to try because I 


wouldn't be risking any of my own money, so 
I took a permanent leave from my job in Sep¬ 
tember of 2008 and leaped in from there." 

Leah owned his own house and being 
single decided it was a good time as ever if he 
was going to try and play full-time. 

He hasn't looked back since. 

“It would be very, very hard, if not impossi¬ 
ble, to go back to any type of job where I had 
to wake up at the same time every day and go 
to work," he said. 

“I've been spoiled to the fact that that 
would never work for me. 

“If something came along that I was pas¬ 
sionate about, maybe I could get involved in 
some sort of business or something. Most of 
my ventures and businesses that I'm inter¬ 
ested in have something to do with poker, 
whether it'd be coaching, websites, training 
websites or different investments in hedge 
funds." 

Leah is aligned with one of the biggest 
poker names in the world, Phil Ivey. He is a 
member of Team Ivey on the iveypoker.com 
website. The “one-stop" poker site has a Face- 
book app where people can play Ivey, Leah or 
any of the other Team Ivey members for free 
while also improving their game. 

“There's all sorts of different avenues in 
terms of becoming a better poker player," 
Leah said of the site. 

For Leah, who loved to play competitive 
sports growing up, poker just kind of “filled a 
void." It's the drive to be the best at anything 
he does that he says has helped him take on 
the top players in the world at the card table. 

Leah, who admits he hates losing, says his 


goal is to be the world's best poker player. 

“I've always had high goals and expecta¬ 
tions of myself," said Leah, who has lived in 
Innisfil for eight years. “I've always pictured 
myself in the upper tier of the poker world. 
It's where I want to be and it's where I deserve 
to be. 

“It's not a surprise, but it's cool to look back 
at where I started and what I've accom¬ 
plished and where I am now." 

Currently down playing in Los Angeles, 
Leah will soon be gearing up for the World 
Series of Poker that runs from the end of May 
to the end of July in Los Vegas. 

His other big prize tournaments will 
include the World Series of Poker (WSOP) 
Europe in France in October, as well as the 
World Series of Poker Asia Pacific, also in 
October. Those two tournaments will rotate 
every year. 

“I will definitely being going to those," Leah 
said. “Winning a WSOP gold bracelet is my 
No. 1 goal above anything else. Once I do 
that, than winning my second will be my No. 
1 goal." 

Leah loves living the life a professional 
poker player and he doesn't plan on stopping 
any time soon. He has learned to properly 
balance his schedule, making sure to take a 
week or two off here or there to recharge his 
batteries. 

“I can't see my passion for poker going 
anywhere," he said. “I love playing and the 
goals I have are going to take me a lifetime to 
accomplish. 

“I anticipate this being a lifetime thing for 
me."

Invasive 
Species Act 
doesn't 
really float 

O ntario's Liberals get some credit for introducing 
legislation that addresses the problem of invasive 
species, such as Asian carp. But their proposed Invasive 
Species Act will accomplish little except to make this an 
election issue. 

The proposed legislation is window-dressing. Most of 
what it seeks to accomplish is already being done — and 
some of that by the federal government. 

The provincial government is looking for an issue it can 
wrap its legislative arms around, and this is it. 

According to the government, the proposed act would 
give Ontario tools to ban activities such as possessing and 
transporting certain invasive species. 

Yet the government already has those so-called tools. 
The Ministry of Natural Resources has responsibility for 
monitoring advance of Asian carp into the Great Lakes, 
and ensuring the fish are not transported into Ontario. 

In January, for example, MNR officers seized a truck in 
Windsor when it was found to contain live Asian carp, 
ostensibly for consumption in Toronto. 

What about the devastation wrought by the emerald 
ash borer? It was first identified about 12 years ago in 
Windsor and has been responsible for destruction of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of ash trees in the American Midwest 
and in Ontario. 

But when the ash borer showed up, it was the Canadian 
Food Inspection Agency and its officers who jumped in to 
help fight its advance. 

CFIA people brought in contractors to cut trees, and 
the federal agency has authority to ban movement of cer¬ 
tain types of firewood from one part of Ontario to another. 

Natural Resources Minister David Orazietti says that 
patchwork approach to invasive species remains a chal¬ 
lenge. 

He says more than 20 federal and provincial acts are in 
place “but none are designed to deal with invasive 
species or their impact." 

He adds if the legislation is passed, Ontario would 
become the first and only jurisdiction in Canada that has 
“stand-alone" laws on the problem. 

Of course it's not about fighting invasive species. It's 
about making sure the electorate know Ontario Liberals 
care enough to introduce legislation, 

That's not so say the Asian carp isn't a problem. 

But it's doubtful the Liberals' proposed legislation will 
have any meaningful impact, especially some of these 
invasive species are already here.

Students at Goodfellow Public School had a unique oppor¬ 
tunity on Tuesday to gain insight into the pain caused by bul- 
lying. 

The Grade 6, 7 and 8 students learned about leadership 
skills, how to develop mental health awareness and heard 
about coping strategies. 

It was all part of the 'Building a Better Me Day', organized 
by Grade 7 teachers Taylor Leffley and Megan Duff, and 
senior students at the Alcona school. 

The day began with an assembly that provided an insight¬ 
ful look at bullying and then the students broke into groups to 
attend special 40-minute workshops and activities on bully¬ 
ing and friendship building, leadership skills and mental 
health activities. 

Students also received a booklet containing information 
on bullying, resources and phone numbers to call for assis¬ 
tance, and space for 'journalling': to write down their 
thoughts about the day and how to Build a Better Me, said 
Miss Duff. 

She also challenged the students to design a button, sum¬ 
ming up the day and the lessons learned, that will be made 
into a button after the March Break. 

Many of those taking part shared their feelings. 

"People that get bullied feel like they don't want to go to 
school again, because the bullies are there," said one Good- 
fellow Public School student. 

"You start thinking, 'Yeah - there must be something wrong 
with me'. That can affect your self-esteem for years," added 
an adult who was bullied in school. 

"I never approached a teacher to say I was being bullied. I 
was ashamed," said a former victim. "It's difficult for kids to 
talk to their parents or teachers," added another. 

Duff explained that Building a Better Me Day was a "pilot" 
project and also for training the senior students to be leaders 
for a second, school-wide day of improvement to be held 
later this year, on the topic of nutrition and active living. 

"We are training you to be leaders," she told the students, 
to lead their school and schoolmates toward a 'Better Me'.

Battle brewing over alcohol sales 
in Ontario convenience stores

Canadian curling legend Glenn Howard 
can normally be found on a sheet of ice per¬ 
fecting his shots and yelling 'hurry hard'. 

Now the world curling champion and four¬ 
time Canadian champ has another challenge: 
keeping alcohol sales out of Ontario's thou¬ 
sands of convenience stores. 

Howard and representatives of Canada's 
National Brewers and the United Food and 
Commercial Workers Canada union (which 
represents Beer Store employees) met with 
Barrie Mayor Jeff Lehman on Tuesday. 

As a Beer Store employee, Howard doesn't 
distance himself from his longtime employer. 
He has been a Beer Store manager since 1985 
(in Penetanguishene), opened and managed 
the Bayfield Street Beer Store in Barrie in 
1986 and has been helming the Midland store 
since 1991. He's also managed (in no particu¬ 
lar order) in Orillia, Coldwater and Wasaga 
Beach. 

But says he has other reasons why alcohol 
should be kept out of corner stores. 

"If there is more access to beer, wine and 
liquor, we feel the stats will show there is 
going to be increased crime and probably 
going to be more impaired driving," he said. 

"We have very well trained employees that 
do online courses every year to make sure 
they're up to speed. If you look under the age 
of 25, we're going to challenge you to make 
sure we don't miss that 18-year-old who looks 
like a 27-year-old, and they're out there," 
Howard added. "If there is ever any doubt if 
they are underage or intoxicated, you chal¬ 
lenge them to make sure the beer doesn't get 
into the wrong hands. 

"Stats have shown that may not be the case 
when it comes to convenience stores. They've 
struggled with the sale of cigarettes to minors 
and with the addition of alcohol, that could 
become a lot worse," he added. 

Dave Bryans, CEO of the Ontario Conven¬ 
ience Stores Association (OCSA), takes 
exception to that. He said many of the main 
players in the association have already sold 
alcohol in other (Canadian) markets and 
employees are properly trained to do it sensi¬ 
bly. 

"We have a hell of an incentive from the 
Smoke Free Act (selling cigarettes) and the 
Ontario Alcohol and Gaming Commission 
(selling lottery tickets) to make sure we're the 
best at age testing," he said. "There are 
already 216 convenience stores in the 
province selling alcohol through LCBO/Beer 
Store agency stores. 

“The facts are that convenience stores can 
and do retail alcohol responsibly and profes¬ 
sionally. Whether it's abroad, in Quebec, or 
right here at home, Ontarians have seen how 
convenience stores are responsible alcohol 
retailers." 

Bryans said an Angus Reid public opinion

survey revealed that 69% of Ontarians favour 
corner-store alcohol sales. 

"We're not saying close the LCBO and we're 
not saying close the Beer Store. Let's open the 
market and see where the customers hang 
their hats," he said. "Let's start somewhere 
and demonstrate to the public that it's a good 
concept because that's what (the public is) 
asking for. It's time to open up the market like 
we see in Quebec or Newfoundland or any¬ 
where else. 

"Ontario is a rural community and it is way 
under serviced when it comes to beer and 
wine," he added. "I think we're a little more 
mature today. There should be nothing 
wrong with — on a hot summer day — driv¬ 
ing over to your convenience store, getting 12 
cans of cold beer and bringing them back to 
your home." 


Bryans, whose association represents 7,500 
of the 9,500 convenience stores in Ontario, 
said every store in the province would wind 
up selling alcohol. "Many don't want it or 
have the space. I don't expect to see 9,500 
stores in Ontario getting into beer, wine and 
liquor," he said. 

While he described the LCBO as "a great 
shopping experience", Bryans said the Beer 
Store is "questionable and it is a monopoly 
owned by foreign masters. I understand 
exactly where the Beer Store is coming from. 
If I had a monopoly — and it's a very lucrative 
market — I'd want to protect that. I appreci¬ 
ate that and respect that. However, we're only 
portraying what our customers are telling us." 

The Beer Store is owned by the Labatt arm 
of Anheuser-Busch InBev (of Belgium), 
Molson Coors (United States and Canada) 
and Sleeman Breweries, part of of Sapporo, of 
Japan. 

Howard concedes the move to selling alco¬ 
hol could mean Beer Store employees losing 
their jobs. "(The issue) is near and dear to our 
hearts, obviously, as employees. There is no 
doubt in our mind if (alcohol sales) are 
allowed to go into convenience stores there's 
going to be a ton of job losses in the province

of Ontario. It's going to cost job loss in the 
Beer Store," he said, but questioned the use of 
the word monopoly. 

"Any brewer across the world can get into 
our system so that's not really a monopoly. 
They have access to us. They can pay their 
licencing fee and (put their product) into one 
Beer Store or all of them. It's their call," he 
said. "As far as being foreign-owned, it's not 
the only business (in Canada) that is owned 
offshore. I don't think that should really 
matter when it comes to beer, wine and 
liquor in corner stores." 

While both sides of the debate tout their 
own studies and surveys, Howard said he is 
passionate about one aspect of the argument. 

"As a parent I'm concerned about these 
issues coming up and the accessibility to 
minors," he said.

When it comes to heating and cooling systems, size matters 


(NC) Size may not matter for some 
things. But when it comes to your 
heating and cooling equipment, it 
not only matters, it is critical - both 
to the wellbeing of your home, and 
your wallet. 

If you choose a heating unit that’s 
too large, it will turn on and off more 
often, create hot and cold spots, and 
generate high noise levels. An over¬ 
sized air conditioning unit will likely 
run long enough to cool, but not to 
dehumidify. In both cases, incorrect 
sizing will increase your fuel con¬ 
sumption and operating costs, and 
contribute to premature part failure. 

Under-sizing of equipment will 
be equally problematic, causing a 
number of comfort problems and 
an inability to keep up with demand, 
especially in temperature extremes. 

Nancy McKeraghan of Newmar¬ 
ket-based Canco ClimateCare has 
seen her share of problems result¬ 
ing from improperly sized equip¬ 
ment - her company is often called 
in to repair the damage. “We had one 
customer whose furnace was done 
after seven years because it was the 


wrong size for his house, actually 
double the capacity it should have 
been- and furnaces should last 15 to 
20 years," she says. “The furnace was 
constantly going on and off, and that 
was really hard on the equipment." 

How to avoid a similar scenario? 
Make sure your contractor does a 
complete “heat loss and heat gain 
calculation" on your home. Only 
by reviewing all the variables - and 
there are many - can the appropriate 
size be determined. 

This requires both an onsite 
assessment of the home, as well 
as an in-depth discussion with the 
homeowner about lifestyle and 
future plans. Changing windows, 
upgrading insulation levels, finishing 
the basement, air-sealing or adding 
a new addition - all these upgrades 
will impact a sizing calculation. 

The contractor will also take into 
account: 

Local climate conditions; 

Existing hot and cold spots; 

Size and number of windows that 


let in heat from the sun; 

Existing insulation levels; 

Number and lifestyle of a home's 
occupants; and 

Predicted or known air exchange 
rate of the home 

Beware of contractors who fall 
short of performing a full calcula¬ 
tion. Warning signs include a cal¬ 
culation made over the phone or 
within a brief 15-minute visit. A good 
estimate takes upwards of an hour 
- sometimes more - and examines 
all variables. If the points outlined 
above are not part of the discussion, 
this should also raise warning flags, 
and ditto for contractors who indi¬ 
cate it is sufficient to just replace old 
equipment with new equipment of 
the same size. 

Do not agree to a simple “rule of 
thumb" calculation (e.g., X amount 
of BTUs per square foot), and be sure 
to request a “heat loss and heat gain 
calculation" as part of your purchase 
process. Any piece of HVAC equip¬ 
ment constitutes an expensive, and 
important, purchase. Make sure you 


get it right, and you will have years of 
comfort ahead.

Refrigerants, new regulations, 
what you need to know 


(NC) You may have heard 
that Canada is phasing out 
ozone-depleting refrigerants 
including R-22 (HCFC-22), 
which is found in the majority 
of heat pumps and air-condi¬ 
tioning units. 

You may also wonder what 
this means for you. Does your 
system have R-22? Do you have 
to replace the refrigerant? Will 
you need to buy a whole new 
piece of equipment??? 

In fact, each one of these 
options should be considered 
and as an equipment owner, 
you need to find out which 
option is best for your system. 
Unless your system has been 
installed in the last few years, it 


most likely contains R-22. With 
R-22 refrigerant being phased 
out over the next 7 years, 
there will be less R-22 availa¬ 
ble for service and it is becom¬ 
ing more expensive. Though 
you can continue to use R-22 
for the foreseeable future, you 
should also look at the options 
of replacing the type of refrig¬ 
erant in your current system or 
replacing the system itself with 
one that uses a non-ozone-de- 
pleting refrigerant. 

Another factor you need to 
consider is that Canadian reg¬ 
ulations do not permit new 
systems containing R22 to be 
manufactured or imported into 
Canada. 


There are alternative non¬ 
ozone-depleting 'drop-in' 
refrigerants available that can 
replace the R-22 in your sys¬ 
tem with a small number of 
changes to the equipment. If 
you determine that the sys¬ 
tem should be replaced, pick 
a system that uses a newer 
non-ozone-depleting refriger¬ 
ant. The most popular refrig¬ 
erant offered by manufacturers 
is R410A. Remember to ensure 
that all system components are 
changed when you move to the 
new refrigerant. 

The best way to make sound 
decisions about your air con¬ 
ditioning or heat pump system 
is discuss your options with 


a qualified heating and air 
conditioning contractor, and 
to have the contractor prop¬ 
erly maintain your heating 
and cooling systems through 
annual maintenance checks.

5 important tips for 
buying a new condo 


(NC)—It's no secret that there's an ongo¬ 
ing condo boom in Ontario - just look 
around you. Our cities are going up verti¬ 
cally, and that means more and more peo¬ 
ple are enjoying high rise living. So if you are 
joining the crowd and thinking of buying a 
condo, here are some tips to make your pur¬ 
chase a smooth one: 

1. Patience is important. It could be two or 
three years between the date you sign your 
purchase agreement and the date you take 
occupancy of your unit. If construction runs 
over schedule, it could be even longer. 

2. Know your rights when it comes to 
delayed closings. Builders are entitled to 
extend the occupancy date specified in a 
purchase agreement as long as they provide 
proper notice. (When proper notice is not 
given, buyers are eligible for delayed occu¬ 
pancy compensation.) It's a good idea to 
read up on your rights and responsibilities 
in delayed occupancy situations, which you 
can do at tarion.com. 

3. Hire a lawyer. A condominium lawyer 
will help you interpret your purchase agree¬ 
ment. It's to your benefit to understand both 
your own and your builder's responsibilities. 
For example, the Condominium Act enti¬ 
tles you to a 10-day "cooling off" period that 
begins on the day you receive the purchase 
agreement or a document called the dis¬ 
closure statement, whichever comes later. 
During this time, your lawyer can negoti¬ 
ate changes to the offer, like capping adjust¬ 
ments to the purchase price, or restricting 
amendments to the size, design or dimen¬ 
sions of the unit. 

4. Understand deposit protection. If a 


builder fails to close the sale or substan¬ 
tially complete construction, deposits are 
protected up to a maximum of $20,000 with 
any excess deposit amounts being protected 
by the trust provisions of the Condominium 
Act. Any money paid over and above this is 
may not be protected if something unfore¬ 
seen happens with the builder or develop¬ 
ment. 

5. Be prepared to move into a construc¬ 
tion zone. Condo projects are different from 
single family homes in that the purchase is 
usually completed in two steps. Step one is 
interim occupancy. Many buyers find out 
the hard way that they're required to take 
possession of their completed unit (and pay 
the balance of the down payment, which 
generally amounts to 25 per cent of the pur¬ 
chase price) before common element fea¬ 
tures like front reception, landscaping and 
the swimming pool are finished. This means 
you could live for many months without the 
anticipated amenities, particularly if the unit 
sits on a lower floor. 

Whether you are a first-time buyer, empty 
nester, or just drawn to the condo life, make 
sure you know your rights. More informa¬ 
tion about warranty coverage for new con¬ 
dos is available online at tarion.com or 
phone 1-877-982-7466.

Town looks at 
Highway 400 
closures

Two major closures of Highway 400 in one week 
between Highway 89 and Barrie led to a recommenda¬ 
tion in Innisfil council on Wednesday. 

During a motion to adopt a new Emergency Response 
Plan bylaw, Coun. Lynn Dollin asked if the town could 
take a look at changing the timing of the traffic lights on 
north-south routes in Innisfil. 

Dollin noted that the lights are currently timed to facili¬ 
tate east-west travel, on Highway 89 and Innisfil Beach 
Road. 

"When the 400 is closed, all of a sudden you have 
queues two to three kilometres long," because the green 
lights are too short for north and southbound traffic. 

"The signal light timing: we haven't put a plan together, 
but it is a good idea," said director of infrastructure Andy 
Campbell. "Staff will look into that." 

Highway 400 was closed on Feb. 27 after white-out 
conditions led to a 96-vehicle collision and on Wednes¬ 
day, there was another serious multi-vehicle collision. 

Later in the same meeting, council voted to express 
thanks to OLG Slots at Georgian Downs for opening up 
their facilities on Feb. 27 as a temporary OPP collision 
reporting centre and warming centre for stranded 
motorists, providing coffee, food and shelter. 

"Every one of those motorists got free coffee, 
munchies, and a warm place to stay for three to five 
hours," noted Coun. Doug Lougheed. 

Emerald ash borer is here

It has been confirmed: the emerald ash borer, an inva¬ 
sive insect that attacks and destroys ash trees, has been 
identified in Simcoe County. 

As of April 1, the county will be declared a 'regulated 
area', with restrictions on the movement of landscaping 
materials, plants, and firewood. 

That will have an impact on residents who normally cot¬ 
tage or camp in the Muskokas. The declaration will mean 
that anyone used to carrying kindling or firewood with 
them on camping excursions can no longer bring along 
wood from Simcoe County. 

Director of infrastructure Andy Campbell warned that 
the insect will have a "devastating impact." Within five to 
10 years, "all the ash trees in town will be dead," he told 
councillors at their Wednesday night meeting 

Campbell noted that impacted municipalities have 
approached the problem in different ways. 

Some have clear-cut ash trees on municipal lands, 
replanting where appropriate, while others have simply 
waited and removed the dead trees. Some municipalities 
are paying to treat valuable trees in an effort to protect 
them from the insect pest. 

Whatever plan the town adopts would apply only to 
trees on municipally-owned lands like boulevards and 
parks, Campbell said, and not the thousands of ash trees 
on private property. 

"That is a private property issue. That can be very 
expensive," he said. Residents should be aware of the 
presence of ash trees on their property, and the threat that 
can be posed by dead trees.
